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NATIONAL WEATHER SERVICE 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
FEBRUARY 1975 


The National Weather Service's 30-day outlook for February is for 
temperatures to average above seasonal normals east of the 
Continental Divide except for near normal from the northern Great 
Plains to the upper Great Lakes and also in New England and the 
Southeast. West of the Divide, above normal temperatures are 
indicated for eastern portions of the Intermountain Region while 
below normal averages are expected along the central and north 
Pacific coast. In unspecified areas near normal temperatures are 
in prospect. Precipitation is expected to exceed the median amount: 
from the northern Great Plains through the Great Lakes to New | 
England and also west of the Divide except for the southern 
Intermountain Region, Elsewhere less than the median value is 
indicated. ;

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SPECIAL INSECTS OF REGIONAL SIGNIFICANCE 


ARMY CUTWORM (Euxoa auxiliaris) - OKLAHOMA - Light, scattered 
infestations noted on wheat in Kingfisher, Canadian, Comanche, 
and Jackson Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) - CALIFORNIA - Populations 
stilbh light in most Fresno County areas; increase noticeable | 
only in Jacalitos Canyon area. Most females apparently moved off 
slopes in the north end of Kettleman Hills. Egg counts increased 
with up to 5 noted. Flats more favorable than slopes due to 
sparse vegetation. Derby Acres area ereenest with 2-3 leafhoppers 
per 10 sweeps. Highest egg count found 7. Annual hosts on east 
side of Imperial Valley healthy and erowing. Those with leaf- 
hoppers primarily north and south of Glamis on east and west 
sides of sand dunes. Potential acreage for possible control 
measures totals about 22,000. Heaviest populations noted at 8 
adults and 7 nymphs in 50 sweeps, ranged 4-5 per 100 sweeps 

for entire area. Possibility of second generation exists as 
nymphs and some spring adults present. (Calta. Coop. wk pit Lor 


GREENBUG (Schizaphis graminum) - OKLAHOMA - Ranged as follows per 
linear foot of wheat by county: Kingfisher 0.5-13, Canadian 
2-10, Grady 2-110, Stephens 4-60, Jefferson 0-10, Caddo 30-40, 
Comanche 18, Cotton 35-85, Tillman 20-95, Jackson 7-65, Greer 
16-45, Harmon 20-50. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


SMALL GRAINS is 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum avenae) - OKLAHOMA - Very light, 
scattered infestations (up to one per linear foot) noted in few 
small grain fields in Kingfisher, Grady, and Comanche Counties. 
(Ok Lac. Coops: Suri.) 


AN APHID (Rhopalosiphum padi) - OKLAHOMA - Ranged O-25 per linear 
foot in wheat checked in 11 counties in central, south-central, 
and southwest areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


TURF, PASTURES, RANGELAND 


BLACK CUTWORM (Agrotis ipsilon) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae averaged 

20 per square yard of turf grass at Goleta, Santa Barbara County. 
(Cal. Coop. Rpt.). SOUTH CAROLINA - Larvae collected from fescue 
lawn by B. Jones in Lexington County January 23, 1975. Determined 
by D.K. Pollet. This is a new county record. (McCaskill). 


FORAGE LEGUMES 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - KANSAS - Eggs averaged 160 per 
square foot in 9-inch alfalfa and 248 in 12-inch alfalfa sampled 
January 25 in Doniphan County. Samples taken January 28 in 
Shawnee County had 532 and 382 eggs per square foot in 12-inch 
and 4.5-inch alfalfa, respectively. Eggs averaged about 350 per 
Sauare Lo@tew 21 -ineh altfalia jin Ottawa County. (Bell). 

MISSOURI - Eggs per square foot taken from southwest area alfalfa 
during January as follows by county: Jasper 209, Lawrence 234, 
Weiteht 259.5. (Munson). 
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EGYPTIAN ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera brunneipennis) - CALIFORNIA - 
Already problem in early planted forage in southern areas. 
(Gal<"“Coop. Rpt.) 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra ) - ALABAMA - First moths of 
season noted at lights in central area where temperatures 
exceeded 70 degrees for several days. (McQueen). 


PEANUTS 


SOUTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) -- 
NORTH CAROLINA - Total losses plus costs of control in peanuts 
in 1974 on 170,000 acres of peanuts: estimated at 975,000 
dollars with: cost of: controls about 300000; dollars. ore22.05 
dollars per acre. This iS about same as for 1973. (Robertson). 


TWOSPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus urticae) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Losses plus cost of control lighter in 1974 than 1973. Heavy 
rains during August and September reduced population in heavily 
infested northern Coastal Plain. Treatments needed during July. 
Estimated losses plus cost of control equaled 270,000 dollars in 
1974 and 350,000 dollars in 1973 on 170,000 acres. (Robertson).

AN ARMORED SCALE (Pseudaulacaspis cockerelli) - TENNESSEE - Noted 
on palm plant in greenhouse in Memphis, Shelby County, January 29. 
Collected and determined by C.R. Patrick. This is. a new State 
record. (Gordon) 


FOREST AND SHADE TREES 


NANTUCKET PINE TIP MOTH (Rhyacionia frustrana) —- ALABAMA —- Over- 
wintering pupae present in 95+ percent of tips of about 1,000 
loblolly pines at location in Lee County. Equal population noted 
in pines along several miles of U.S. Interstate Highway 85 in 
Montgomery County. (McQueen). 


SPRING CANKERWORM (Paleacrita vernata) - KANSAS - Light number 
of male moths flying to lights January 25 in Reno County. 
Following warm period that ended during same weekend, one male 
reported in Shawnee County. First of season. (Bell). 
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MAN AND ANIMALS 


SCREWWORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) - Total of two cases 
reported from continental U.S. during period January 19-25, 
both from Texas. Total of 11 cases confirmed from Mexico. 
Number of sterile flies released in U.S. this period totaled 
it. 200, 0007) all released’ in Texas’ Total of 109,242,000 sterile 
flies released in Mexico. (Anim. Health). 


CATTLE GRUBS (Hypoderma spp.) - KANSAS - During 6-day slaughterin 
period January 20-25, involving 9,894 cattle, packing firm in 
Seward County levied discount of 2 cents per pound (live weight) 
against 728 animals due to grub damage to carcasses. (Bell). 
OKLAHOMA - H. lineatum (common cattle grub) moderate to heavy 

on Comanche County cattle. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ALABAMA - 
Occasional H. lineatum larvae observed in backs of several dairy 
cattle in Perry County. (McQueen). KENTUCKY - H. lineatum larvae 
averaged 1.64 per animal on backs of 25 Holstein dairy cows of 
various ages in Fayette County. (Barnett). 


CATTLE LICE —- OKLAHOMA - Lice, mainly Haematopinus eurysternus 
(shortnosed cattle louse), heavy on Comanche County cattle and 
light to moderate in Jefferson County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
MISSISSIPPI - Linognathus vituli (longnosed cattle louse) light 
on beef cattle in Oktibbeha County. (Robinson). 


NORTHERN FOWL MITE (Ornithonyssus sylviarum) - MISSISSIPPI - Still 
heavy on caged layer hens in Oktibbeha County. (Robinson).

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HAWAII INSECT REPORT 


New State Records - Adults of a GLYPHIPTERIGID MOTH (Imma mylias 
Meyrick) first collected at Hickam Air Force Base, Oahu, in 
September 1973. Moths were abundant in light traps on Oahu during 
1974. Larvae have been collected from foliage of Albezia, klu 
(Acacia farnesiana), monkey pod (Samanea Ssaman), and opiuma 
(Pithecellobium dulce) at various locations on Oahu. Determined 
byak. Sattler who indicated, specamens have been, coltected) ingsra 
Lanka (Ceylon), India, Adaman Islands, the Philippines, and 
Taiwan (Formosa).

Two specimens of a MESOVELIID BUG (Mesovelia amoena Uhler) found 
in light trap material from Ewa, Oahu, in November 1974. 
Determined by J.L. Herring. These bugs usually found on floating 
vegetation at margins of ponds. Members of this family generally 
feed on small aquatic organisms on or just below surface. Four 
adults of an ANTHOCORID BUG (Paratriphleps laevisculus Champ. ) 
found in light trap material from Honolulu, Oahu, during 1974. 
No other information available. Determined by J.L. Herring. 
(Beardsley). 


Fruits, Nuts -— COCONUT LEAFROLLER (Hedylepta blackburni) larvae 
moderate on about 125 coconut trees at Waihee, Maui; most 
larval instars present. About 20 percent of leaves on all trees 
infested; about 75 percent of leaflets on each infested leaf 


damaged. Parasitism by hymenopterous parasites appeared light. 
(Ah Sam). 


Turf and Pasture - GRASS WEBWORM (Herpetogramma licarsisalis) 
larvae moderate in 400 acres of Kikuyu grass pasture at Waihee, 
Maui. Infestation and damage heavy in about 100 acres. Defoliation 
ranged 50-70 percent in damaged areas of pasture. All larval 
stages present, very few adults observed. Of 20 H. licarsisalis 


eges recovered, all parasitized by Trichogramma sp. (a minute egg 
parasite). (Miyahira). 


Correction - A PHALONIID MOTH (Phalonia sp.) reported as a new 
State record (see CEIR 24(41):803) was originally misidentified. 
Specimens determined as Lorita abornana Busck (Phaloniidae) by 
K. Sattler. As reported earlier, only known host in State is 


chrysanthemum. Cuscuta and Capsicum reported as hosts by K. Sattler.

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING SEBRUARY 3

HIGHLIGHTS: Heavy precipitation fell along sections of the Pacific 
Coast and also across an adjoining five-State area including 
Missouri, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Louisiana, and Texas last week. The 
intense storms triggered some flooding in northeast Texas and 
Arkansas where the weekly rainfall totals averaged 2 to 5 inches 
or better. In the West, the heaviest precipitation measuring more 
than 2.5 inches soaked the San Francisco-Red Bluff corridor in 
southern California with lesser amounts falling throughout most 

of the State. Sharply contrasting temperatures dominated the 
Nation's weather last week. Vicksburg, Mississippi, reported weekly 
temperatures averaging 21 degrees above normal while an area in 
west-central Montana reported bitter cold temperatures averaging 
24 degrees below normal for the week. 


PRECIPITATION: Some precipitation fell across most of the Nation 
fotpeweekoexecept for Florida: Only traces of precipitation were 
recorded along Florida's southern tip while the rest of the State 
remained dry. Elsewhere, storms spread heavy precipitation from 
Texas to Pennsylvania and along the west coast. Monday, a complex 
Low pressure system in the central Rockies triggered snow across 
the central and southern Rockies, Utah, and Wyoming berore 
drifting eastward. A new Low presSure area moving into the west 
coast brought scattered showers to the Oregon and northern 
California coast on Tuesday. Meanwhile, snow fell from the 
Cascades eastward throug the northern Plateau, the northern and 
central Rockies, and portions of the southern Plateau. Wednesday, 
a swiftly moving storm front from Canada swept across the upper 
Midwest and northern Great Lakes dumping heavy snow in its path. 
This Low pressure center, trailing a cold front southwestward, 
caused showers and thundershowers along it as far south as 
northern Alabama. By Thursday, the Low had moved off New England 
and out into the Atlantic, but the trailing front extended 

through the South to southeast Texas. Another front began moving 
into the entire west coast. Friday, the stationary front dropped 
locaily heavy rains averaging 1 to 3 inches over sections of 
northeast Texas, eastern Oklahoma, southeast Kansas, southern 
Missouri, and parts of Arkansas, Meanwhile, the Pacific frontal 
system triggered snow and rain along the upper half of the Pacific 
coast. Heavy rains continued over soggy central and eastern Texas 
causing flash flooding on Saturday. Dallas added over three- 
uarTrers Of an aneh for a total of 2.5 inches of rain in the past 
24 hours. Elsewhere, the Pacific front brought rain and snow to 
the Pacific Northwest and most of California and then ended weak 
as it moved into the mountains. Sunday, the lingering stationary 
front triggered scattered rain and drizzle through the Gulf States 
into the Carolinas. The heaviest amounts fell in southern Arkansas, 
northeast Texas,and northwest Louisiana. El Dorado, Arkansas, got 
1.5 inches of precipitation during the afternoon making a total of 
more than 6 inches for the weekend. A wave on the front caused 
rain northward to southern Virginia and then snow into southern 
Pennsylvania. 


TEMPERATURE: Frosty air invaded the Nation last week westward of 
a line trom the Great Lakes to Arizona pulling temperatures to 
below normal levels. In contrast, the rest of the Nation, except 
northern New England, enjoyed above normal temperatures. The 
highest temperature for the week, 88 degrees, was recorded in 
Naples, Florida, Minerai Wells and Cotulla, Texas, while the 
weeks low of 37 degrees below zero froze Butte, Montana. Monday, 
unusually warm 80-degree readings were recorded in the southern 
and eastern portions of Texas into Arkansas, Louisiana, and 
Mississippi. Fair skies in the South pushed temperatures to 
record high readings at Shreveport, Louisiana--81 degrees, Little 
Rock, Arkansas--78 degrees, Nashville, Tennessee--75 degrees, 
Tampa, Florida--84 degrees, and Memphis, Tennessee-77 degrees on 
Tuesday. Wednesday. temperatures in the eastern and southern 
United States were unseasonably warm from the lower Mississippi 
Valley to New York and the Middle Atlantic States. A few record 
highs included Little Rock, Arkansas--78 degrees, Cincinnati, 
Ohio--67 degrees, and New York, New York--54 degrees. A record 
high 80-degree reading was recorded at Augusta, Georgia, on 
Thursday, while a few places in the northern parts of New York, 
North Dakota, Minnesota, and Montana stayed in the single 

numbers all day. Friday, unseasonably warm weather continued in 
the Nation's southeastern quarter sending temperatures soaring 

to record high levels. Record highs were set at Jacksonville, 
Florida--835 degrees, Wilmington, North Carolina--82 degrees, 
Tallahassee, Florida--81 degrees, and Charleston, South Carolina-- 
81 degrees. Daytime temperatures on Saturday ranged from the 

80's along the gulf and south Atlantic coast to the single 
numbers in Montana, North Dakota, and northern New England. 
Sunday, much of the Nation from the gulf coast and the Rio Grande 
Valley northward was very warm late in the day with the thermometer 
still above the freezing mark as far north as Omaha, Nebraska. 
Earlier in the day, Tallahassee, Florida, set a record high with 
81 degrees. 
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
